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Grand Jury: The Labor Movement and Repression. 

On September 3, 1981, the case of Jorge Farinaci 
was heard in Federal Court. Farinaci, an attorney and 
leader of the Syndicalist Movement was subpoened 
by a Federal Grand Jury as a suspect in a bank robbery 
that took place four years ago. Farinaci’s appearence 
was postponed. 

Once the judgement concerning Farinaci was pro¬ 
nounced, syndicalist lawyers Ramon L. Acevedo and 
others proposed to the tribunal the dismissal of the 
subpoenas against the National Workers Union, and 
two other unions. At 12:00 p.m. that same day, it 
was announced that all subpoenas against these unions 
had been dismissed. 

The syndicalist leader Radames Acosta, speaking 
to a crowd of 300 people who had staged a picket in 
front of the court during the trial, proclaimed the 
court’s decision a great triumph for the workers mo¬ 
vement. He expressed confidence that the protest or¬ 
ganized in support of Farinaci will force the govern¬ 
ment to dismiss the charge of suspicion of bank rob¬ 
bery now pending before the Grand Jury. 

Acosta expressed the workers solidarity with the 
comrades imprisoned by the Federal Grand Jury, syn¬ 
dicalist leader Norberto Cintron Fiallo, Carlos Noya 
leading member of the Liga Socialista Puertorriquena, 
L.S.P., and the unaffiliated independentist Carlos 
Pantojas. The former are imprisoned in New York 
while Pantojas is imprisoned in the State Penitentiary 
in Puerto Rico.

Rio Piedras: The Student Movement and Repression. 


The University of Rio Piedras was paralyzed today 
by a strike called by the Consejo General de Estudian- 
tes (Student General Council). The strike is scheduled 
to last five days. The reason for the strike is the ever- 
increasing tuition costs at Rio Piedras. The Consejo 
General de Estudiantes has proposed to the adminis¬ 
tration that tuition costs be commensurate to the 
students economic situation. The university adminis¬ 
tration is in session today supposedly to study the 
students proposal. Nevertheless, the general concensus 
is that the university’s reply will be negative, and that 
repression will intrasify. (coNT. PG. 2) 
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U.T.I.E.R.; Workers and Repression. 

The strike called by the workers of the U.T.I.E.R. 
union continues. There have been extensive regional 
blackouts which the Agencia de Energia Electrica 
(A.E.E.), (Electrical Energy Agency) attributes to the 
striking workers and vice-versa. However, the tension 
was eased somewhat late yesterday, when it was an¬ 
nounced that both parties had returned to the negotia¬ 
ting table. 

Adjuntas: The Miners and Repression. 

The Taller de Arte y Cultura de Adjuntas will 
sponsor beginning today. Sept. 3, 1981, and running 
until Sunday, Sept. 6,1981, its first campaign against 
the exploitation of the mines. This organization carried 
but an extraordinary successful campaign against mine 
exploitation. Adjuntas is one of the towns most seve¬ 
rely effected by mine exploitation in al of Puerto Rico. 

The Taller de Arte y Cultura is opposed to the exploi¬ 
tation of the mines under the present colonial status 
as well as under any independent regime, whether it 
be a capitalist or socialist republic. This campaign is 
under the direction of Alex Massals and Eduardo 
Garcia, both engineers and life long residents of Adjun¬ 
tas. The campaign demonstrates the massive support 


against the exploitation of the mines. Both Massals 
and Garcia have been interviewed on television and 
radio, as has been Professor Noemilda Velez Mass. 
Conferences have been held in Ponce and other towns 
throughout Puerto Rico, giving special emphasis on 
what will take place in the Colegio de Abogados in 
San Juan. 

Two weeks ago, the govenment intensified its hos¬ 
tility against the campaign carried out by the Taller 
de Arte y Cultura de Adjuntas. 

Last weekend, police arrested a young Adjuntas 
resident and beat him while he was handcuffed. While 
he was being beaten, he was accused of being “anti¬ 
miners” and allied with the U.T.I.E.R. No formal 
charges were filed, but the youth complained to the 
Taller de Arte y Cultura. 

A leader of the Liga Socialista Puertorriquena, 
L. S. P., in Adjuntas, Enrique Pagan was ambushed on 
a solitary rural road, and has been accused of five vio¬ 
lations of different colonial laws. Among these are two 
for illegal possesion of fire arms and a charge of at¬ 
tempted kidnapping. In addition, the government im¬ 
pounded his van, depriving him of his means of trans¬ 
portation necessary for his daily employment in Ponce. 
The comrade Pagan was released on $18,000 bond 
after having spent the night in prison in Ponce. He is 
represented by the top criminal lawyer in Puerto Rico, 
Hector Lugo Baugal, and another distinguished attor¬ 
ney, Luis Caballer. 


MORE VISITS FROM THE ENEMY 


The following is an account from Prisoner of War 
Ida Luz Rodriguez regarding the unexpected visit 
ivade to her by the intelligence forces of the United 
States. 

“The visit was made on Thursday, July 30, 1981; 
it took us by surprise. After 11:30 a.m. a prison guard 
came to me and told me that I had to accompany him. 
I noticed a paper on his hand that had the names of 
the four Prisoners of War and the place they were 
taking us. We were divided between the four corners 
of the prison; I was taken to the section where they 
have clinical services. I was put in a small room on the 
second floor where I saw for the first time a Charles 
McKissick and a Mary Welsh. They immediately closed 
the door, and likewise I requested to see their identi¬ 
fication and informed them not to vacillate and tell 
me the reason for their visit. McKissick told me he 
was not interested in my political convictions and in¬ 
sinuated that he was seeking my collaboration. He 
began talking about my family, and I told him I wasn’t 
going to waste my time in explaining to him the sacri¬ 
fices that the struggle demands, because they would 
never understand. In regards to his insinuations, I 
told him that to me non-collaboration and non-co¬ 


operation were as natural as my life. 

When they made mention of Alfredo Mendez and 
his good situation I told them that such things did 
not distract me because Alfredo Mendez was not the 
first traitor nor would he be the last; that I know how 
to maintain those things in their proper perspective. 
McKissick asked me if I wanted his card. I simply told 
him that I-would never accept it. I then informed him 
I was leaving and soon after a prison guard came to 
escort me. 

I think it is worth mentioning that these officers 
were not sure of themselves. They never looked 
straight at me and they appeared to be very tense.”

CHRONOLOGY OF REPRESSION 

The chronology of repression below is a sample of the growing Cointel-program which 
has been unleashed against the Puerto Rican community by the Chicago Police (particularly 
its Red Squad); the F.B.I.; and the Federal Task Force on Terrorism which is now divided 
into geographical divisions (i.e. the Northern Illinois Intelligence Division). Not included in 
this chronology are the dozens of businessmen and community residents who have been 
harrassed and terrorized but asked not to be named for fear of reprisal by these terrorists 
who “serve and protect” the people. 

The Cointel-program, initiated in the 1960’s and intensified during the Nixon era, is 
commonly known for its efforts to disrupt, divide and destroy any group J. Edgar Hoover 
-considered to be in the category of “Masters of Deceit.” It is Cointelpro which has been 
responsible for the division and disttuction that took place against the Black, Puerto Rican, 
Chicano/Mexicano, Native American and Peace Movements. The basic idea of Cointelpro is 
to sow dissension, to wither away the periphery and finally incarcerate and/or assassinate 
those they have identified as the core group. (Young Lords, Malcolm X, Martin Luther King, 
Black Panthers, Black Muslims).

On June 5, 1981, Roberto Caldero was arrested in 
front of his home by Chicago Police and Secret Service 
Agents. He was taken to the 14th District Police 
Station where he was fingerprinted, photographed, 
and interrogated extensively by Secret Service Agents 
regarding his political activities, his friends, his 
personal relations etc. He was formally charged with 
carrying a Concealed Weapon. His trial began on 
August 12th and was continued until September 15, 
1981. 


June 5, 1981, Carmen Rodriguez ia approached 
by the Secret Service, who then threaten her by 
pointing a gun at her head and told her, “if anything 
happens to the president, you people will be held 
responsible,” the companera stated that she had 
nothing to say to them. 

June 5,1981, the Secret Service goes to the house 
Steven Guerra and questions Mrs. Estelle Guerra, his 
mother, about his whereabouts and political activities. 
They left after she refused to answer any questions.

On June 5, 1981, Julio Cortes is visited by the 
Secret Service, who go to his house and attempt to 
intimidate Julio into answering personal questions, as 
well as questions about his political activities and 
acquaintances. 

The Chicago Police Department, using another of 
their repressive tactics against supporters of the Puerto 
Rican Independence Movement, cited companera Ada 
Robles for using a bullhorn during a demonstration. 
She was sentenced to 60 days of supervision. 

Three members of the New Movement in Soli¬ 
darity with Puerto Ric 2 m Independence were arres¬ 
ted in Chicago on June 15, 1981, for spray painting 
slogans in support of the Puerto Rican independence 
movement. They were chained with a felony. Upon 
arrest the three were harrassed: one of the police 
spray painted the arm and blouse of the woman and 
later confiscated it for “evidence.” Although bail was 
produced immediately, the three were not released 
until later the next day. 

Their trial is scheduled to begin in October, 1981. 

On August 6, 1981 at Northeastern Illinois Uni¬ 
versity, 35 students met with the president of the 
University to discuss the issues surrounding the Chi- 
cano/Mexicano Puerto Rican Studies Program. When 
the President refused to meet with the students, a 
peaceful student chanting began. Because of this, 
Irma Romero (who last year was the victim of a ktm- 
garoo trial) was expelled from Northeastern Illinois 
University, and warning letters of expulsion were sent 
to students in an attempt to stop any student activism 
at the university. 

On August 14, 1981, Myrna Salgado was arrested 
at 7:30 a.m., by two agents from the intelligance 
branch (Red Squad) of the ChicE^o Police Depart¬ 
ment. She was taken to the 1st District Police Dept, 
on 11th and State, where she was interrogated by 
F.B.I. agents, who repeatedly asked her about pro¬ 
independence activists, offered her money, and 
threatened to frame her on two counts of armed 
robbery. After being fingerprinted and photo¬ 
graphed several times she was locked up. In spite 
of having her bail ready at ;:)) p.m., she was not 
released until 11:00 p.m. 


On August 26th, 1981 Francisco Lopez, Mildred 
Martinez, and Maribel Ortiz, were interrogated in 
their homes by the Northern Illinois District Intelligen¬ 
ce Division (Division of Task Force on Terrorism). 
They were interrogated about their activities and ac¬ 
quaintances within the Puerto Rican independence 


movement. Mildred was threatened with being sub¬ 
poenaed before the Grand Jury. All refused to co-oper¬ 
ate. 

On August 26, 1981, Alejandro Molina was 
arrested at approximately 6:00 p.m. by “Red Squad”’ 
intelligence officers Blanc (badge 15943) and Eschoo 
(badge 13549). Upon his arrival at the 13th District 
Police Station, he was interrogated for nearly two 
hours about his political activities, offered money to 
co-operate, and was asked if he was ready to become 
a martyr. He refused to co-operate with them. After 
being fingerprinted and photographed various times, 
he was locked up and finally released at 5:30 in the 
morning. 



On Friday August 28th, 1981, all the residents of 
the 2547 W. Division St. apartment building were 
visited by the F.B.I., as a result of Alejandro Molina’s 
arrest. In his possession was a rent receipt book which 
the Chicago Police Red Squad confiscated and copied. 

On Wednesday, September 2, 1981, Prisoner of 
War Haydee Beltran Torres was called before the 
office of the captain of Pleasenton Federal Prison in 
California, and told that an F.B.I. agent was coming 
to visit her. Haydee’s answer was that they should 
not waste their time and money and walked out. 

On Wednesday, September 2, 1981, F.B.I. agent 
Candice de Long went to companera Myrna Salgado’s 
work, and told her it was in her best intrest to talk to 
her. Myrna told the agent to leave and call her lawyer, 
whereupon she was told that if she didn’t co-operate 
she would pay the consequences.

To: Chariman, Decolonization Committee 
Dear Sir: 

I am compelled to seek your good office and ask 
for an audience to testify before the Decolonization 
Committee on behalf of myself and the other Puerto 
Rican Prisoners of War. 

Since our capture in April of 1980, and May of 
,1981, we have forcefully and consistently demanded 
to be afforded Prisoner of War status to which we are 
entitled under the laws of the United Nations. Thus 
far the United States Government has chosen to deny 
us that right, and has proceeded to criminalize and 
imprison us in flagrant violation of international law. 

We seek the protection of the United Nations for 
it is the only body that can deal with our plight in a 
just and impartial manner. As a colonial people and as 
freedom fighters we are entitled to the protections 
afforded by the United Nations’ resolutions covering 
decolonization, genocide, human rights and captured 
freedom fighters. 

By the U.S. Government’s illegal action of 
criminalizing Puerto Rican freedom fighters, it is 
scoring a double victory. On the one hand it reduces 
the plight of Puerto Rico to an internal problem, thus 
negating the international character of the issue. On 
the other hand, by discrediting and criminalizing 
freedom fighters, the U.S. Government is establishing 
a blanket policy to incarcerate independentists and 
the supporters of our movement. If this policy 
succeeds, the imperialist government of the U.S. has 
rendered international law innocuous, and has success¬ 
fully made Puerto Rico its internal problem. 

Presently, the intentions of the U.S. Government 
concerning Puerto Rico are very obvious. The State 


Department has changed its policy of human rights 
for one of fighting terrorism. There is a Senate Sub¬ 
committee holding hearings on terrorism, and the 
Executive branch of the U.S. Government has set up 
an office to deal specifically with terrorism. A replica 
of this system is being established by the colonial 
administration in Puerto Rico. 

This anti-terrorist policy is being accompanied by 
an unprecedented campaign of repression unleashed 
against the Puerto Rican revolutionary movement and 
its supporters. The Secret Sendee, the F.B.I., the 
C.I.A., and military intelligence with the help of local 
police departments have unleashed this heinous 
campaign to thwart the momentum that the armed 
clandestine movement has generated in Puerto Rico 
and in the U.S. 

Today Puerto Ricans^ in the U.S., as well as in 
Puerto Rico, live under a state of siege. In Puerto 
Rico any person who is identified with the indepen¬ 
dence movement is a political target of special Grand 
Juries and can be incarcerated for refusing to supply 
information about the movement. Presently, there are 
three Puerto Ricans serving jail sentences for refusing 
to collaborate with this repressive Grand Jury process. 
Two of these men were secretly taken from a prison 
in Puerto’ Rico and are confined in a U.S. prison in 
New York Cirr^ 

It is our belief that the Decolonization Committee 
upon hearing our testimony will take immediate 
measures to condemn the .aggressive and genocidal 
policy which the U.S. Government has instituted, and 
afford us the rights conferred to captured freedom 
fighters by international law. Hence, on behalf of all 
Puerto Rican Prisoners of War, I ask of you to con¬ 
sider the feasibility of granting me an audience before 
your Committee.

TAL Al-ZAATAR 
THE LEGEND 


Tal Al-Zaatar, along with other Palestinian refugee 
camps, shares a common oppressive socio-economic 
condition, thus making it one of the revolutionary 
focal points where the Palestinian Revolution was 
born and grew after the defeat of 1967. 

Like other Palestinian refugee camps in Lebanon, 
this camp suffered from political and economic ex¬ 
ploitation by the Lebanese bourgeoisie, making it 
part of the exploited Lebanese masses. 

Tal Al-Zaatar, founded in 1950, is located on the 
northeastern side of Beirut, forming an integral part 
of the poverty-belt surrounding the city. Tal Al-Zaatar 
was an island surrounded by a sea of enemies. 

The occupants of the camp suffered severe poli¬ 
tical and economic repression. In the early sixties 
permanent gendarme and internal security offices 
were established in the camps. They practiced the 
worst kinds of physical repression against the people, 
forbidding them to engage in any political activity, 
forbidding any gathering of more than five people, no 
outside visitors were permitted except with their per¬ 
mission, arbitrary arrests and torture. However, clan¬ 
destine political activity continued to grow until the 
camp was liberated by the Peoples Militia in 1961. 

Tal Al-Zaatar was located in an industrial area 
were 29% of Lebanon’s factories were located and 
where 23% of industrial capital was invested. 22% of 
those employed in industrial enterprises were located 
in that area. The Palestinian worker suffered the 
worst kind of exploitation: 

. - The Palestinian worker was not allowed to work 
in large industrial enterprises (i.e., employing 50 
workers or more) unless he had a special permit to 
work in only one specific enterprise. 

! - The Palestinian worker, was deprived of social 
security benefits including health insurance, disability 
compensation etc., eventhough he had to pay the 
social security fees! 

- Those workers employed in small and medium 
enterprises suffered too; arbitrary dissmisal, temporary 
firing to avoid paying termination compensation, sick 
leaves, and holidays. 

~ Workers were forbidden from establishing unions 
to protect their interests. 

- The average income for an individual worker in 
Tal Al-Zaatar and for 85% of the work force did not 
exceed $100 per month. In fact, most workers received 
from $38 to $75 per month. 


War is the continuation of politics by other means. 
The civil war in Lebanon was and still is a class war 
between the oppressed and exploited classes and 
comprador bourgeisie, for feudalist, and big capitalist. 
When the reactionary ruling class in Lebanon failed 
to co-opt and repress the growing movement of the 
poor and oppressed, it resorted to war in order to 
maintain its privileges and profits. However, it would 
be a mistake to see the war in Lebanon in isolation 
from the plan of imperialism, Zionism and Arab 
reaction which aim at preserving their counter-revo¬ 
lutionary interests in the area. 

The central aim of imperiahsm is to liquidate the 
armed resistance of the Palestinians in Lebanon. For 
the continuation of armed struggle in Lebanon is 
a symbol for the continuation of the Palestinian revo¬ 
lution and armed struggle in the Arab World. This 
seriously disrupts imperialism’s plans to consolidate 
its hold over the area and threatens the survival of its 
puppet regimes. The aim of that war was to destroy 
the Lebanese patriotic movement and end its alliance 
with the Palestinian resistance and the liquation, or at 
least weakening the Palestinian revolution to such an 
extent so as to transform it from an armed revoultion 
to a political movement easy to co-opt by the re¬ 
actionary forces. 

The first attacks on the camps began in late April 
1975. Shelling, attacks, counter attacks were the 
characteristics of the period prior to the final on¬ 
slaught. During this period the camp was undergoing 
gradual physical de-composition as a result of food, 
water and medical shortages, where tens of people 
died as a result of daily bombardment. 

The final seige and battle for the “capitol of the 
poor” began on June 22, 1976 and lasted till August 
12, 1976, the day the camp surrendered. 

The final battle was fought with characteristic 
fascist brutality and cowardice. The camp was 100% 
destroyed. Medical supplies and relief, even the Red 
Cross were forbidden from entering, water sources 
were constantly under attack. Tens of women and 
children perished daily trying to get a bucket of water. 
At the end of the battle between 5,000 to 6,000 
people were massacred. They lined up all the people 
up against the walls and then they shot every male 
over 12 years of age. Most of the remaining people 
were shot trying to escape. Reporters saw with their 
own eyes the celebrations the fascists held in the- 
camp. They sang and danced and drank over the 
bodies of hundreds of dead people.

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SPEECH AT 
GUANICA 


Speech presented by Juan Antonio Corretjer, Secre 
tary General of the Liga Socialista Puertorriquena, 
L.S.P., in Guanica, Puerto Rico, July 25, 1981. 

Brothers and sistersi, comrades, today the Liga 
Socialista Puertorriquena carries out its act of protest 
against the yanqui imperialist invasion of 1898. On 
May 12, 1898, yanqui imperialism began bombarding 
us in San Juan. They continued in Guanica on July 
25th of that same year, and today are still bombarding 
us in Vieques. 

The time is now to re-establish the protest on this 
anniversary, reaffirming the Puerto Rican people’s 
entire history of armed struggle for independence 
from Spain and the United States. Speaking in the 
present, it is time to support the revolutionary actions 
of the clandestine armed sturggle that have been 
undertaken in Puerto Rico during the last few years, 
including in 1981, by the Ejercito Popular Boricua,

tencia Popular, F.A.R.P., the Voluntarios por la

International Law, the Geneva Convention and the 


Additional Protocols and three United Nations 
Resolutions concerning freedom fighters who struggle 
for the independence of a colonial country, captured 
in the course of actions of armed struggle motivated 
by aspirations of patriotism and liberty. 

This category corresponded to the 12 comrades, 
and today to the 11 comrades, and Alfredo Mendez — 
the one who left. It is alleged that Alfredo Mendez 
appeared before a court in which Oscar Lopez Rivera 
was tried, as a witness for U.S. imperialism, and 
accused Lopez of being a leader of the F.A.L.N. It 
had been three months since Alfredo Mendez had 
been kidnapped from his prison cell in Pontiac, Illinois 
by the F.B.I., and during those 3 months he had been 
kept isolated, separated from all contact with his 
legal consultants, friends, and family. During those 3 
months Alfredo Mendez was subjected to every type 
of abuse; physical, mental, and chemical coercion to 
transform his patriotic personality into a non-entity, 
capable of the lowliest treason. 

The Alfredo Mendez that accused Oscar Lopez 
Rivera in that Chicago federal court, is not the 
same Alfredo Mendez of before. They have stated, 
and he himself has declared and the F.B.I. reaffirms, 
that a new identity will be created for him with 
which he will be able to live a life of peace. It is not 
necessary to issue a document to certify that he is no 
longer Alfredo Mendez, they have transformed him 
into another person, into the treacherous person who 
testified against Oscar Lopez-Rivera. They converted 
him from a man of honor, a patriot and revolutionary 
of will and action, into something else - into the 
thing he is now. 

Having belonged to the highest human class, the 
lineage of patriotism and revolutionary vocation and 
action, they lowered him to a painful and very sad 
condition. To that type of man who is neither the son 
of his father, nor father of his sons. Now he is related 
only to his ma.sters. 

There is no greater damage that can be done to a 
human being than to force him to undergo such a 
transformation. But we in saying this, do so as a clari¬ 
fication to the Puerto Rican people, Puerto Rican 
patriotism, and that sector of Puerto Rican patriotism 
assembled here today. 
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We feel no enmity towards Alfredo Mendez; 
we have no hatred for him. However we do feel 
hatred, and in the worst sense of the word -- the 
deepest hate which is contempt for the U.S. govern¬ 
ment, which during the three months vented its brutal 
cruelty against a poor Puerto Rican youth imprisoned 
in a cell in Chicago. They subjected him to all the 
temptations of bribery. They offered him the 
opportunity to be with his wife, to hold and caress 
his children, they subjected him to a special psychia¬ 
tric treatment carried out in the obscure labyrinths 
of the C.I.A., with psychiatrists who place science at 
the service of despotism and evil. They subjected him 
to every type of mental torture. They are the ones we 
despise, because in this conspiracy against Puerto 
Rican patriotism in the person of Alfredo Mendez, 
the president of the United States participated directly. 
The Liga Socialista Puertorriquena has a document 
that proves this. 

The specialized personnel of the presidency of the 
U.S., the C.I.A., Secret Service, the Chicago Police 
and their detective branch, all these forces including 
the specialized medical corps of the C.I.A. and F.B.I. 
combined to strike at a Puerto Rican youth of 27 
years of age, incarcerated in a prison cell, in order to 
convert him into mere ashes of his former self, into a 
talking zombie. Who deserves to be despised, who 
deserves the punishment? Poor Alfredo Mendez? No! 
The president of the U.S., the Chiefs of the C.I.A., 
F.B.I., the prison Warden, States Attorneys Margolis 
and Sullivan and the police and detective branch of 
the city of Chicago. This group of wretches beginning 
with the president of the United States concentrated 
their power, their material force, against an imprisoned 
Puerto Rican youth. Is there anyone more despicable 
than he who concentrates all his power into converting 
a patriot into a traitor, taking every advantage of the 
isolation, of force and of science. ’ 

There is no parity between Reagan’s son and the 
11 Puerto Rican Prisoners of War. Anyone of them 
is worth more than the president and all the top-level 
administrative personnel of the United States. 

This is why we occupy ourselves today with 
Alfredo Mendez. Not to mourn over his moral corpse, 
or to express our painful feelings in view of the moral 
collapse of a young Puerto Rican. If we mention the 
case of Alfredo Mendez it is to accuse, to point out 
to the president, the U.S. government and its re¬ 
pressive agencies, so that the whole world knows, and 
they will know, even if there are no newsreporters 
present here, what the U.S. government is capable of - 
and that it is not in vain that we Puerto Ricans accuse 
them of being humanitys worst enemy. 

Only the worst enemy of humanity is capable of 
doing to a young Puerto Rican what the U.S. govern¬ 
ment did to Alfredo Mendez. This is not new to them. 


and I will not go into the history of this practice of 
cornering people that has been used against Puerto 
Rican patriots incarcerated in U.S. prisons. It is 
enough to concentrate our accusation against the U.S. 
government, our moral condemnation of these 
wretches who think they are the masters of the 
world, that dare to torture Alfredo Mendez in his 
prison cell until having transformed his complete 
personality, but they do not dare interfere with the 
Soviet Union, because they know that if they did the; 
Soviet Union would reduce them to atomic ashes. 
They did not, nor will they, dare interfere with the 
Iranian revolution because there would be 10,000 
Iranians in the U.S. willing to take over the office of 
the president and mount attacks on the Pentagon, the 
moment U.S. troops stepped foot on Iranian soil. No 
one knows what would happen in the U.S. if 10,000 
Iranians take a stand, as they have decided'to do, and 
they know it. They do not dare interfere with more 
than mere malevolent and peripheral machinations 
against the Nicaraguan revolution, because the 
Nicaraguan revolution has tanks, machine guns, 
cannons, and men and women ready to defend 
Nicaragua with arms in hand, powerful arms, to.| 
counteract the imperialist invasion, with the support 
of every valiant patriot of Latin America. They do 



not dare interfere directly with the Salvadorean 
revolution because they know what would happen if 
they staged a direct invasion of El Salvador. What will 
happen is that the U.S. troops will be swallowed alive 
in El Salvador, with the support of all of Latin 
America. They dare to interfere with Alfredo Mendez 
and turn him into a rag to be used and discarded 
because the F.A.L.N. has not yet reached the level of 
developHnent, and does not possess the arms necessary 
to, instill more fear than they already do. Everything 
they are doing is motivated by fear, the fear that they 
have of the Puerto Rican Freedom Fighters in the 
U.S. They interfere with Alfredo Mendez because 
in Puerto Rico the armed clandestine forces have not 
yet reached the level of development and the necessary 
arms power to instill more fear than they already 
have. It is not a question of respect, but of fear 
because they do not respect anything. But tomorrow

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

ABOUT 

THE IRISH STRUGGLE 


News reports on the strife in Northern Ireland are often con¬ 
fusing and misleading. The following questions and answers are 
designed to clarify the situation. 

IS THE WAR IN IRELAND A RELIGIOUS WAR OR POLITICAL 
STRUGGLE? 

The struggle is a political one aimed at ending British rule in 
Northern Ireland. The Northern population of one and one-half 
million is composed of about one million Unionists (people who 
favour union with Britain) and one-half million Nationalists 
(people who want to set up a united Ireland free of British rule). 
Most, but not all Unionists, just happen to be Protestants. Most, but 
not all Nationalists, just happen to be Catholics. The religious 
affiliations are not material. The struggle is purely political in 
nature. 

WHY HAS BRITAIN SUSPENDED ALL CIVIL RIGHTS IN NORTHERN 
IRELAND? 

This was done to stifle political dissent. Special laws (like the 
Special Powers Act, the Northern Ireland (Emergency Provisions) 
Act of 1973 and others) allow one government minister to issue a 
decree suspending civil rights. Under these powers, thousands have 
been placed in concentration camps (like Long Kesh) despite the 
fact that they have never been charged with criminal activity or 
afforded trials. In this way, political opposition to the government 
is stifled. These same laws also provide for censorship the suppres¬ 
sion of free speech, freedom of assembly, the right to an attorney 
and numerous other bssic human rights. These laws are used ex¬ 
clusively against Nationalists. Ninety-nine per cent of concentra¬ 
tion camp inmates are Nationalists (most of whorri happen to be 
Catholic). 

WHY HASN'T BRITAIN ENACTED REFORM MEASURES? 

Political reforms creating a democratic society would make it im¬ 
possible for Britain to remain in Northern Ireland. Ireland has a 
population of approximately four and one-half million. Fewer than 
one million favour union with Britain. The British presence is thus 
based on minority rule and would abruptly end of a national 
referendum were held and the people were grv^en a choice in the 
matter. 

DID THE BRITISH "WHITE PAPER"ISSUED IN 1973 CHANGE 
ANYTHING? 

No, nothing has changed. Instead of enacting new reform laws, 
the British government passed new legislation wjiich increased the 
suppression and increased political unrest. There are now fewer 
civil rights than in 1968 when the civil rights movement first 
started. Control from London has increased substantially under the 
new legislation. Laws passed in 1973 changed court procedure and 
eliminates the presumption of innocence and the right to an attor¬ 
ney in many cases. An accused must now prove his innocence and is 
denied the right to cross-examine witnesses. He is also denied a 
trial by jury. These new restrictions apply to no other part of the 
United Kingdom except Northern Ireland. Irish judges are now ap¬ 
pointed by the London government which also controls the 
Northern Irish police. 

WHY HAS THE COUNCIL OF EUROPE PLACED BRITAIN ON TRIAL 
BEFORE ITS HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION? 

This wot done because Britain has suppressed basic human 
rights in Northern Ireland. Britain is a member of the Council of 
Europe and has violated the Council's Human Rights Convention. 
The Convention guarantees the same rights covered by the Ameri¬ 
can Constitution and its Bill of Rights and the United Nations 
Declaration of Human Rights. In 1973, Britain asked the Human 
Rights Commission to dismiss the cases filed against it by various 
Northern Irish residents, but the Commission refused. The Commis¬ 


sion found the charges proven and Britain has been convicted. 
English newspapers have neglected to print this story, and so few 
Englishmen know of this litigation against their government. 

WHAT KIND OF GOVERNMENT PRESENTLY OPERATES IN 
NORTHERN IRELAND? 

Under direct rule of Northern Ireland from London, the 
government consists of an English "Secretary of State'* for Northern 
Ireland. It is basically a one-man operation supporte'tTby the British 
army. Democratic institutions are totally lacking. The press is 
heavily censored and intimidated (as by British army raids). In 
1973, British Prime Minister Edward Heath ordered the internment 
of women and children without charge or trial. Previous Unionist 
governments in Belfast have never taken this drastic move. Catho¬ 
lic areas are saturated by British army troops who carry out daily 
raids without judicial sanction. Hundreds of Catholics have been 
shot to death and tortured by assassins in the last six years. The 
police rarely prosecute the guilty. Special British army units (SAS 
groups) are included in these political assassinations. 

WHY WAS IRELAND PARTITIONED IN THE FIRST INSTANCE? 

Ireland was partitioned in 1920 by the London government. No 
Irishman had a say in the matter. Even Irish Protestants opposed 
this measure. The British government's action nullified the 1918 
Parliamentary elections in which irishmen voted 4 to 1 against 
union with Britain. (The actual vote was 1,21 1,516 to 315,394). 
Even Northern Ireland ("Ulster") rejected British rule and voted for 
a united Ireland. 

WHAT IS THE IRA? 

The IRA stands for the Irish Republican Army. It is a military 
group of Irish guerrillas fighting to end British rule in Northern 
Ireland. Between 1916 and 1921, the IRA carried out a similar mili¬ 
tary campaign and won partial freedom for a portion of Ireland. 

The IRA contends that change through political agitation is im¬ 
possible since political agitation has been outlawed under British 
laws. The IRA could not operate without the support of a large seg¬ 
ment of the population. Observers concede that the IRA has this 
support. The IRA has fought the British army to a standstill, much to 
the embarrassment of the British government. Its objective is a free 
and united Ireland. 

WHAT IS THE POSITION OF IRISH PROTESTANTS TODAY? 

The violence has divided Irish Protestants. Their party, the 
Unionist Party, has splintered into four (4) groups. British army 
atrocities and Britain's refusal to enact reform measures have 
caused many Protestants to change views they held a few years 
ago. At least one-half now want freedom from British rule in an 
independent Ulster. William Oaig, Reverend Ian Paisley and other 
leading Protestants have now publicly taken this stand. Other Pro- \ 
testant leaders such as Desmond Boai have come out for a united 
Ireland free of British rule. Protestant support of Britain is rapidly 
eroding. 

WHAT DOES THE FUTURE HOLD? 

As long as Britain insists on a military solution to what is basi¬ 
cally a political problern the violence is likely to continue. British 
army atrocities have alienated both Catholics and Protestants. 
Refugees now total about 80,000. The "Assembly** set up by 
Britain is a powerless body without any real legislative authority. 

All power remains with the London government. Until Britain acts 
to leave Northern Ireland or creates a democratic gevernmanf in 
that area, tbe future looks bleak. Many Englishmen now say 1 
Northern Ireland is Britain's Viet Nam. How long Britain can hang ® 
on remains to be seen. I

Me llevaron a un cuartito pequeho en un rincon del 
segundo piso donde vi pgr primera vez a Charles 
McKissick y Mary Welsh. A . 1 entrar cerraron la puerta. 


han sido entrevistados por la television y la radio lo 
mismo que la Profesora Normilda Velez Mass. Han 
celebrado conferencias en Ponce y otros pueblos de 
Puerto Rico con especial influencia en la que llevaron 
a cabo en el Colegio de Abogados en San Juan. 

A partir de hace dos semanas el gobiemo ha inten- 
sificado su hostilidad contra la jomada que va a cele- 
brar el Taller de Arte y Cultura. El pasado fin de sema- 
na un joven adjunteho fue arrestado por la policia y 
con esposas puestas fue apaleado. A tiempo que se le 
golpeaba se le acusaba de ser anti-minero a la vez 
aliado al servicio de la U.T.LE.R. No se formularon 
cargos a este joven, pero este se querello ante el Taller 
de Arte y Cultura. 

Al dirigente de la Liga Socialista Puertorriqueha 
en Adjuntas Enrique Pagan se le tendio una emboscada 
en un solitario camino mral y ha sido acusado de cinco 
violaciones a diferentes leyes coloniales entre estas 
dos por portacion ilegal de armas e intento de secues- 
tro. Ademas el gobiemo se encauto de su guagua cohi- 
biendolo de esa manera de su vehiculo de transporta- 
cion para trabajar diariamente en Ponce. El compahero 
Enrique Pagan salio en fianza de $18,000 despues de 
pasar la noche en el castillo de Ponce. El compahero 
Pagan es defendido por el primer abogado criminalista 
de Puerto Rico, Lie. Hector Lugo Baugal y otro dis- 
tinguido literado de Ponce Lie. Luis Caballer. 


Inmediatamente le pedi identificaciones y les dije que 
no vacilaran y que me dijeran el por que de la visita. 
McKissick me dijo que no estaba interesado en mis 
convicciones polfticas y faltaron pocas palabras para 
decir que buscaba mi colaboracion. Me tiro lo de mis 
seres queridos y les dije que yo no iba a perder mi 
tiempo en tratar de explicarle sobre los sacrificios que 
exige la lucha. Que ellos jamas entenderian. En relacion 
a sus insinuaciones les dije que para mi la no-colabora- 
cion, la no-cooperacion era tan natural como el respi- 
rar, como la vida misma. Y cuando mencionaron lo de 
Alfredo Mendez y su buena situacion les dije que esas 
cosas no me desviaban porque Alfredo Mendez ni fue 
el primero ni sera el ultimo. Que yo sabia mantener 
esas cosas en perspectiva. McKissick me pregunto si 
queria su tarjeta. Les dije simplemente que nunca la 
aceptaria. Le informe que me queria ir y poco despues 
vino una empleada de Dwight y me saco. 

Creo que es necesario incluir que estos agentes no 
tenian un aire seguro. Nunca me daban miradas fijas y 
sus manos temblaban.

La noticia mas sensacional de todos los ultimos 
meses se dio en Vieques el pasado domingo cuando la 
marina de guerra en combinacion con el alcalde de 
Vieques, miembro del Partido Popular y los alcaldes 
de Fajardo y Ceiba intent© tomar la plaza de Isabel II 
en Vieques para una demostracion de poder. El contra 
Almirante Hedges se dirigio en un ancon de la marina 
desde Roosevelt Roads en la isla grande hasta el puerto 
de Isabel II en Vieques para de allimarchar escoldados 
por los cadetes del navy y los oficiales municipales, 
alcaldes, etc. hasta la plaza del pueblo. AUi se celebra- 
ria una ceremonia simbolica de toma de posecion del 
comando naval del caribe. Se les aguo la fiesta. Tres 
lanchas de Pescadores interceptaron el paso del ancon 
tirmdole con cayamos a las elices y dandole vueltas a 
toda velocidad alrededor del ancon. La situacion fue 
tan seria que el oficial de inteligencia hizo llegar una 
lancha especial de la policia la cual rescato al Almirante 
devolviendolo a la base de Roosevelt Road. Entre tanto 
en tierra, el pueblo de Vieques se amotino y en las 
calles que conduce al puerto desde el muelle a la plaza 
la juventud de Vieques apedreo y rompio botellas, le 
dio de pedradas y botellazos a los cadetes y a la poli- 


cia. El motm duro casi tres horas todavia no han habi- 
do arrestos. 

Carlos Zenon lider de los Pescadores quien dirigio 
la maniobra en el mar, declare a la prensa que desde 
1898 las fuerzas militares de Estados Unidos no habian 
hecho ese tipo de actividades en la plaza de Vieques. 

Anadiendo que podria significar el haberlo querido 
hacer el domingo cuando ya se han quedado con mas 
de dos-terceras partes de la isla de Vieques: nosotros 
decimos e implicitamente Zenon quizo decir que la 
marina intenta quedarse con todo Vieques.

CRONOIOGIA DE REPRESION 


INTRODUCTION 

La siguiente cronologia de represion es solamente un ejemplo del creciente programa Co-intelpro que ha 
sido desatado contra la comunidad puertonriqueha por la Policia de Chicago (particularmente por el “Red 
Squad”); el F.BJ.; y el “Federal Task Force on Terrorism”que ahora estd dividido en secciones geogrdficas 
(Division de Inteligencia Seccion Norte de Illinois). 

No incluidas en esta cronologia son docenas de comerciantes y residentes de la comunidad que han 
sido hostigados y terrorizados pero que han pedido no ser nomhrados porque temen represalias por estos 
terroristas que se supone que “sirven y protegen” al pueblo. 

El programa Co-intelpro, iniciado en los 60 e intensificado durante la era de Nixon, es conocido comun- 
mente por sus esfuerzos de corrumpir, dividir y destruir cualquier grupo que J. Edgar Hoover considero 
estar en la categoria de “Maestros del Engaho. ” Es el programa Co-intelpro el que ha sido responsable 
por la division y destruccion de los movimientos afro-americano, puertorriqueho, chicano-mejicano, 
nativo-americano y el movimiento de paz. 

La idea bdsica del programa Co-intelpro es sembrar disension, destruir la periferia y finalmente en- 
carcelar o asesinar aquellos que ellos han identificado como el nucleo central de los movimientos (Young 
Lords, Malcolm X, Martin Luther King, Black Panthers, Black Muslims). 


5 de junio de 1981, Julio Cortes es visitado por 
Agentes del Servicio Secreto, que van a su hogar y 
tratan de intimidarlo para que conteste preguntas per- 
sonales, como tambien preguntas sobre sus actividades 
politicas y sus amistades. 


5 de junio de 1981, Carmen Rodriguez es amena- 
zada por Agentes del Servicio Secreto, apuntando un 
revolver a su cabeza le dicen, “Si algo le pasa al Presi- 
dente, ustedes seran responsables.” La companera 
declare que no tenia nada que deckles.

5 de junio de 1981, agentes del Servicio Secreto 
van al hogar de la Senora Estella Guerra y le hacen 
preguntas sobre el paradero de su hijo, Steven Guerra, 
y sus actividades politicas. Los Agentes se fueron 
cuando la Senora Guerra rehuso contestar sus pre¬ 
guntas. 

15 de junio, 1981, tres miembros del “New Move¬ 
ment in Solidarity with Puerto Rican Independence” 
fueron arrestados por la Policia de Chicago. Los tres 
fueron hostigados y detenidos por varias horas. 

La Policia de Chicago usando otra de sus tacticas 
represivas contra simpatizantes del Movimiento Inde- 
pendista Puertorriqueho, cito a juicio a la estudiante 
Ada Robles de 18 ahos de edad por haber usado un 
autoparlante en una manifestacion en apoyo al 
Prisionero de Guerra Oscar Lopez. La compahera 
recibio por sentencia 60 dias de supervision. 


El 6 de agosto de 1981, en la Northeastern Illinois 
University, 35 estudiantes planificaron una reunion 
con el presidente de la misma para hablar sobre los 
problemas alrededor del Programa de Estudios Chi- 
cano/Mexicanos—Puertorriquenos. Cuando el Presi¬ 
dente rehuso reunirse con los estudiantes, ellos em- 
pezaron a cantar consignas pacificamente. Por lo 
tanto Irma Romero (la quien fue vfctima de un 
juicio injusto el aho pasado) fue expulsada de la 
Northeastern Illinois University y cartas adver- 
tiendoles expulsion les fueron mandadas a los 
estudiantes como atento de parar el activismo 
estudiantil en la Universidad. 


El 11 de agosto de 1981, el patriota y revolucio- 
nario puertorriqueho Oscar Lopez-Rivera, fue senten- 
ciado a 55 ahos de carcel, siendo su crimen el luchar 
por la independencia y el socialismo de su patria. 

El dia de su sentencia el fue informado sobre ella 
una hora antes que esta se llevara a cabo y no dio 
tiempo de informar a su familia, simpatizantes y sus 
consultantes legales. 

El compahero Oscar Lopez-Rivera fue trasladado 
en dia 21 de agosto de 1981, a la Prision Federal de 
Leavenworth, Kansas. 


El 19 de agosto de 1981, en la Seccion 46 de la 
Corte de Illinois, Marfa Elena Gallegos fue encontrada 
culpable del cargo de Daho criminal a Propiedad del 
Estado. El juez W.D. De Vane le impuso una multa de 
$90.00 El juicio resulto de un incidente que ocurrio 
el 18 de noviembre de 1980, cuando la policia alega 
que fue arrestado pintando consignas en apoyo a los 
Once Prisioneros de Guerra Puertorriqueho. 


El 26 de agosto de 1981, Francisco Lopez, Mildred 
Martinez, y Maribell Ortiz fueron interrogados en sus 
hogares por agentes de la Division de Intelligencia del 
Distrito Norte de Illinois (Division de Task Force on 
Terrorism). Fueron interrogados sobre sus actividades 
y amistades dentro del movimiento independentista 
puertorriqueho. La compahera Mildred fue amenazada 
con el Gran Jurado. Todos rehusaron co-operar. 

El 28 de agosto de 1981, todos los residentes del 
edificio de la 2547 W. Division St. fueron visitados 
por el F.B.L como resultado del arresto del compahe¬ 
ro Alejandro Molina, que al momento de su arresto 
tenia en su posesion un libro de recibos de renta del 
mencionado edificio. La Policia de Chicago, “Red 
Squad” confisco el mismo y le saco copias. 

El 2 de septiembre de 1981, el agente del F.B.L 
Candice de Long le hizo una visita inesperada, en su 
trabaio, a la compahera Myrna Salgado, en la cual le 
propuso que estaria dentro de sus mejores intereses el 
contestar varias preguntas. Myrna demando que se re- 
tirara y si queria que ella hablara, que se pusiera en 
contacto con su abogado, sobre lo cual el agente le 
dijo que si ella no co-operaba, ella pagaria las conse- 
quencias. 


El 2 de septiembre de 1981, la Prisionera de Guerra 
puertorriqueha, Haydee Beltran Torres, fue llamada 
a la oficina del capitan de la Prision Federal de 
Pleasenton en California, donde le informaron que un 
agente del F.B.L venia a visitarle. La respuesta de la 
compahera Haydee, fue que ellos no deberian de per- 
der su tiempo y dinero ya que ella no los iba a recibir 
y luego salio de la oficina. 


14 de agosto, 1981, la compahera Myrna Salgado 
fue arrestado por dos agentes del Departamento de 
Policia “Red Squad,” y llevada al Primer Distrito 
Policiaco de la Ciudad de Chicago donde fue interro- 
gada. Despues de haberle tornado huellas digitales, 
fotografiada no la pusieron en libertad hasta las 
11:00 de la noche.

Estimado Senor: 

Soy obligado a pedirle una audiencia para testifi- 
car ante el Comite de Descolonizacion en nombre mio, 
y de los otros Prisioneros de Guerra Puertorriquenos. 

Desde nuestra captura en abril de 1980, y en mayo 
de 1981, hemos exigido consistemeiite que se nos 
conceda el status de Prisioneros de Guerra, al cual te- 
nemos derecho bajo las leyes de las Naciones Unidas. 
Hasta ahora el gobiemo estadounidense ha escogido 
negarnos ese derecho, y incriminamos y encarcelarnos 
^ en una violacion descarada de la ley internacional. 

I Nosotros buscamos la proteccion de las Naciones 
Unidas debido a que es el unico cuerpo que puede 
bregar con nuestra situacion dificil en una manera 
justa e imparcial. Como pueblo colonizado y como 
combatientes tenemos derecho a las protecciones pro- 
porcionadas por las resoluciones de las Naciones Uni¬ 
das en cuanto a la descolonizacion, el genocidio, los 
derechos humanos, y los combatientes capturados. 

El gobiemo estadounidense por sus acciones ilega- 
les de incriminar a los combatientes puertorriquenos, 
esta marcando una victoria doble. Por un lado, reduce 
la situacion de Puerto Rico a un problema intemo, asi 
negando el caracter internacional del asunto. Por otro 
lado, en desacreditar y incriminar a los combatientes 
libertadores, el gobiemo estadounidense esta estable- 
ciendo una politica general de encarcelar a indepen- 
dentistas y los simpatizantes de nuestro movimiento. 
Si esta politica es exitosa, el gobiemo imperialista 
estadounidense ha rendido la ley internacional innocuo 
y ha exitosamente convertido a Puerto Rico en su pro- 
blema intemo.

Hoy los puertorriquenos en los Estados Unidos, 
como tambien en Puerto Rico, viven bajo un estado 
de sitio.

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lA HISTORIA 
DE TAl Al-ZAATAR 


Tal Al-Zaatar como los otros campos de concen- 
tracion, comparten un estado comun de una condicion 
socio-economica opresiva, haciendolo uno de los pun- 
tos principales revolucionarios donde la revolucion 
Palestina se engendro y credo luego de la derrota de 
1967. 

Como otros campos de refugiados palestinos en el 
Lebano, este campo sufrio de explotacion polftica y 
economica por la burguesfa Libanes convertiendola en 
parte de la explotada masa libanesa. 


Tal Al-Zaatar, fundada en el 1950 esta localizada 
en la parte noreste de Beirut asi formandose en parte 
interna de la seccion pobre de la ciudad. Tal Al-Zaatar 
era una isla rodeada por un mar de enemigos. 

Los residentes del campamento sufren represion 
polftica y economica. A1 principio de la decada de los 
60, oficinas permanentes policfacas y de seguridad in¬ 
terna fueron establecidas en el campamento. Ambos 
practicaban la peor forma de represion ffsica en contra 


del pueblo, prohibiendo su participacion en cualquier 
actividad polftica; reuniones de m^ de cinco personas, 
y visitas sin permiso especial. Habian muchos arrestos 
y tortura. Sin embai^o, la actividad clandestina siguio 
creciendo hasta que el campamento fue liberado por 
el Ejercito del Pueblo en 1961. 

Tal Al-Zaatar esta localizado en un area industrial 
donde el 29 por ciento de las fabricas de Lebano esta- 
ban localizadas y en donde el 23 por ciento del capital 
industrial estaba invertido. El 22 por ciento de los 


empleados en la industria estaban localizados en esa 
area. El trabajador palestino sufre el peor tipo de ex¬ 
plotacion: no podia trabajar en las industrias grandes; 
aquellas con 50 empleados o m^, sin tener permiso 
especial, no era elegible para recibir los beneficios de 
seguro social, incluyendo la aseguranza medica, y la 
compensacion de incapacidad, etc., a pesar de que 
tenia que pagar las cuotas.

Los reportajes sobre el conflicto en Irlanda del 
Norte son frecuentemente confusos y malinterpreta- 
dos. Las siguientes preguntas y respuestas estan dise- 
nadas para aclarar esta situacion. 

iEs la guerra en Irlanda del Norte, una guerra religiosa 
o una lucha polftica? 

Es una lucha polftica dirigida a terminar el dominio 
Britanico en Irlanda del Norte. La poblacion Nortena 
de un millon y medio esta compuesta de un millon de 
Unionistas (personas que favorecen unirse con Gran 
Bretana), y medio millon de Nacionalistas (personas 
que quieren establecer una Irlanda libre del dominio 
Britanico). Muchos, pero no todos los Unionistas son 
Protestantes. Muchos, pero no todos los Nacionalistas 
son Catolicos. Las afiliaciones religiosas son inmate- 
riales. La naturaleza de la lucha es completamente po¬ 
lftica. 

iPor que Gran Bretana ha suspendido todos los dere- 
chos civiles en Irlanda del Norte? 

Esto fue hecho para controlar la disension polftica. 
Leyes especiales, como el Acta de Poderes Especiales, 
el Acta de Irlanda del Norte de 1973 (Provisiones de 
Emergencia) y otras, permiten que un ministro guber- 
namental puede suspender los derechos civiles simple- 
mente con im decreto. Bajo estos poderes, millares han 
sido encarcelados en campos de concentracion (como 
Long Kesh) sin haber sido acusados de actividad crimi¬ 
nal, ni enjuiciados. En esta manera, la oposicion hacia 
el gobiemo es controlada. Estas mismas leyes tambien 
proveen la censura, la supresion de la Hbertad de expre- 
sion, la libertad de congregarse, el derecho a un aboga- 
do, y muchos otros derechos humanos. Estas leyes 
son usadas exclusivamente en contra de los Naciona¬ 
listas. El 99 por ciento de los prisioneros en los cam¬ 
pos de concentracion son Nacionalistas (la mayoria de 
eUos siendo Catolicos). 

iPor que Gran Bretana no ha establecido medidas re- 
formistas? 

Las reformas polfticas crearfan una sociedad demo- 
cratica que harfa imposible que Gran Bretana perma- 
neciera en Irlanda del Norte. Irlanda tiene una pobla¬ 
cion de aproximadamente cuatro millones y medio. 
Menos de un millon favorecen la union con Gran 
Bretana. La presencia Britanica compone el dominio 
minoritario y terminarfa abruptamente si se llevara a 
cabo un referendum, y al pueblo se le diera la oportu- 


nidad de decidir su futuro. 

^Cambio algo el decreto Britanico del “Papel Blanco” 
en 1973? 

No, nada ha cambiado. En vez de establecer nuevas 
leyes reformistas, el gobiemo Britanico ha pasado una 
nueva legislacion que ha aumentado la supresion y a 
misma vez disension polftica. Hay menos derechos ci¬ 
viles ahora que en 1968, cuando primero se inicio el 
movimiento de derechos civiles. El control de Londres 
ha aumentado substancialmente bajo esta nueva legis¬ 
lacion. Las leyes aprovadas en 1973 cambieiron los pro- 
cedimientos en corte, eliminaron la presuncion de 
inocencia y en muchos casos, el derecho a unabogado. 
Una persona acusada ahora tiene que comprobar su 
inocencia y le es negado el derecho a interrogar a los 
testigos. Tambien se le es negado el juicio por jurado. 
Estas nuevas restricciones son aplicadas solamente en 
Irlanda del Norte. Los jueces irlandeses ahora son 
asignados por el gobieno de Londres que t 2 imbien con- 
trolan la policfa de Irlanda del Norte. 

iPor que el Concilio de Europa ha puesto a Gran Bre- 
taha en juicio en su Comision de Derechos Humanos? 

Esto fue hecho porque Gran Bretana ha suprimido 
los derechos humanos basicos en Irlanda del Norte. 
Gran Bretana es parte del Concilio de Europa, y ha 
violado la Convencion de Derechos Humanos del Con¬ 
cilio. La Convencion garantiza los mismos derechos 
cubiertos por la Constitucion Norte Americana y su 
Declaracion de Derechos, y la Declaracion de Derechos 
Humanos de la Organizacion de Naciones Unidas. En 
1973, Gran Bretana le pidio a la Comision de Derechos 
Humanos que descontara los casos presentados por 
residentes de Irlanda del Norte contra Gran Bretana, 
pero la Comision rehuso hacerlo. La Comision encon- 
tro que los cargos eran validos y Gran Bretana ha sido 
enjuiciada. Los periodicos no han publicado esta infor- 
macion y muy pocos britanicos saben de esta litigacion 
en contra de su gobiemo. 

iQue tipo de gobiemo domina presentemente en 
Irlanda del Norte? 

El gobiemo consiste de un Secretario de Estado 
ingles quien opera bajo el mandate directo del gobier- 
no Britanico en Londres. Basicamente es una opera- 
cion donde gobiema un solo hombre con el respaldo 
total del ejercito britanico. No existen las institucione s

Aquellos empleados en las industrias pequenas y 
medianas tambien sufrian: fueron despedidcxs para no 
tener que pagarles compensacion, dias de enfermedad, 
y dias libres.

El ingreso promedio para un trabajador individual 
en Tal Al-Zaatar y por el 85 por ciento de la fuerza 
trabajadora es menos de $100.00 mensualmente.

Hasta los Protestantes irlandeses se opusieron 
a esta medida. Esta accion por parte del gobierno Bri¬ 
tanico nulifico (invalido) las elecciones Parlamentarias 
de 1918 en la que los irlandeses habian votado 4 a 1 
en contra de la union con Gran Bretaha (1,211,516 a 
315,394). Hasta Irlanda del Norte (Ulster) rechazo el 
dominio Britanico y voto por una Irlanda unida., 

^Que es la I.R.A.? 

La I.R.A. que significa ‘‘Irish Republican Army” 
(Ejercito Republicano Irlandes) es un grupo militar de 
guerrillas luchando para terminar con el dominio bri¬ 
tanico de Irlanda del Norte. Entre 1916 y 1921, el 
I.R.A. llevo a cabo una campana militar similar y gano 
libertad parcial de una parte de Irlanda. ELLR.A. sos- 
tiene que el cambio atravez de la agitacion politica es 
imposible porque la agitacion politica ha sido prohibi- 
da bajo las leyes Britanicas. El I.R.A. no podria operar 
sin el apoyo de un sector grande de la pobiacion. El 
I.R.A. ha luchado contra el Ejercito Britanico sin cesar. 


Su objetivo es una Irlanda libre y unida. 

^Cual es la posicion de los Protestantes Irlandeses hoy? 

La violencia ha dividido a los Protestantes Irlande¬ 
ses. Su partido, el Partido Unionista, esta dividido en 
cuatro facciones. Las atrosidades del ejercito britanico 
y el hecho de que Gran Bretana rehusa establecer me- 
didas reformistas ha causado que muchos Protestantes 
cambien su punto de vista. Por lo menos la mitad de 
ellos ahora quieren su independencia del dominio Bri¬ 
tanico y un Ulster ihdependiente. William Craig, el 
Reverendo Ian Paisley y otros lideres Protestantes 
publicamente han tornado esta posicion. Otros lideres 
Protestantes tales como Desmond Boal han apoyado 
una Irlanda libre del dominio Britanico. El apoyo Pro- 
testante de Gran Bretana esta disminuyendo rapida- 
mente. 

^Cual sera su futuro? 

Ya que Gran Bretaha insiste en una solucion mili¬ 
tar a lo que basicamente es un problema politico, la 
violencia continuara. Las atrocidades del Ejercito 
Britanico han alienado a los Catolicos como tambien 
a los Protestantes. Hay mas de 80,000 refugiados. La 

“Asamblea” establecida por Gran Bretaha es un cuerpo 
impotente sin autoridad legislativa verdadera. Todo el 
poder permanece en el gobierno de Londres. Hasta que 
Gran Bretaha no se retire y le permita a Irlanda del 
Norte crear un gobierno democratico en esa area, el 
futijjro se ve muy obscuro. Muchos ingleses ahora dicen 
que Irlanda del Norte es el Vietnam de Gran Bretaha. 
No se sabe cuanto tiempo Gran Bretaha pueda durar. 
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
